In 1970, 20, 207 babies were 
born to unmarried women under 
the age of 19 in New York City. 
Since July 1, 1970, there were 
more than 33,000 teen-age 
abortions. In 1970, there were 
5,024 recorded cases of syphilis 
and gonorrhea in people between 
the ages of 15 and 19. It is im¬ 
possible to determine the real 
numbers since countless cases go 
unreported. These figures alone 
make it an epidemic. 

You could easily be part of 
these statistics if you don’t know 
the facts about contraceptives, 
and abortions or where to go for 
the treatment of VD. These 
statistics show that young people 
aren’t informed. 

-Now There Is Help- 
The Student Coalition for 
Revelant Sex Education, which is 
a combined group of students and 
teachers from high schools all 
over the city, feel that high 
schools should educate people 
about human sexuality. They feel 
that the curriculum should be 
revised because sex education in 
the city’s schools just doesn’t 
make it. The number of unwanted 
pregnancies and cases of VD 
prove that people are not being 
educated sufficiently about VD, 
contraceptives, and abortions. 
-Coalition Is Deeply Concerned- 
A year ago, when the 


coalition started, it was not 
sanctioned by the Board of 
Education. After various 
meetings the Board of Education 
agreed to send out a circular to 
all high school principals 
recommending that these sub¬ 
jects be discussed in hygiene 
classes. The circular will be sent 
out sometime in the near future. 

The coalition also feels that 
schools should have a rap room, 
where trained students would 
counsel other students. Various 
agencies in the city are willing to 
train students for these coun¬ 
selling purposes. A member of 
the faculty would also be on hand 
in case the student should want a 
referral. 

-Where To Go For Action- 

These suggestions have 
already been acted on by the 
following high schools: James 
Monroe, Martin Van Buren, 
Charles Evans Highes, and 
Evander Childs. 

Bushwick is not yet involved 
but can be if enough people are 
interested. It’s up to you to decide 
whether it’s worthwhile.

How easily we will forget them and their families and widows when 
the war ends! Thousands of other soldiers will be coming home 
missing legs, arms or their sight.

The consequences of this war will be with us for many years as a 
constant reminder to some of us of what war really means. So far, it 
has meant 20,327 Americans killed, 110, 968 Americans wounded and 
165,000 South Vietnamese civilians killed. 

Let’s try to reflect on the consequences of this war during the 
coming months and truly evaluate our involvement.

Jackie Robinson: 
Crusader For Freedom

On October 24, 1972, a great 
radical of his time died. His name 
was Jackie Robinson. 

Robinson was a symbol of 
courage, a crusader for civil 
rights and a fighter against 
drugs. Robinson symbolized 
courage because it took plenty of 
courage to be the first black man 
to play in the major leagues. It 
took courage to endure all he 
went through during those first 
years with pitchers throwing 
balls at his head, players sliding 
into him spikes up, and his own 
teammates signing petitions 
refusing to play with him on the 
same team. Robinson proved he 
was their equal and overcame 
those hurdles, thus leading the 
way for other black players. He 
fought for the rights of blacks 
even after his baseball career 
had ended. He was a spokesman 
and leader in the black 


movement. He also fought 
against drugs. This might have 
been his personal fight because 
his oldest son was an addict. 
Robinson licked that problem, 
too, by helping to rehabilitate his 
son and others faced with ad¬ 
diction problems. 

Jackie Robinson was a 
fighter for many causes. He 
fought for all of them until the 
day he died, and, as President 
Nixon put it, “His courage, his 
sense of brotherhood and his 
brilliance on the playing field, 
brought new human dimensions 
not only to the game of baseball, 
but to every area of American 
life, where black and white 
people work side by side. This 
nation to which he gave so much 
in his life time will miss Jackie 
Robinson, but his example will 
continue to inspire us for years to 
come.”

Backbone 

Of The Soccer Team

Mr. Lawrence Herman, a 
graduate of Long Island 
University with four Master’s 
Degrees to his credit, has been 
teaching physical education and 
hygiene at Bushwick High School 
eight years. In 1969, Mr. Herman 
obtained the position of coach of 
Bushwick’s soccer team. 

Mr. Herman loves being 
coach of the soccer team. 
However, he feels that 
cooperation concerning publicity 
can be made much better. Mr. 
Herman is irritated with posters 
announcing games being torn 
down, P.A. announcements 
which are not made, the lack of 
additional funds to support the 
team and being locked out from 
the field when its time for the 
soccer team to play a game.

Over 90 percent of the 
students in the gym classes are 
unprepared. Teachers have so 
much paper work handed to them 
that very little learning is being 
done.” Mr. Herman wants to be 
an instructor to his pupils not a 
“big brother.” 

The lethargic situation 
which Mr. Herman feels exists in 
the school makes him favor new 
experimental courses given at 
Bushwick. Mr. Herman favors 
the second period gym class 
given for boys and any new 
course that will renovate the 
learning process. Mr. Herman 
claims, “In education things get 
diluted from one day to another,

so a change is favored.” 

Getting away from the 
pressures of everyday living, Mr. 
Herman likes to read, follow up 
on sports events and has an in¬ 
terest in Latin-American music 
and dancing. His avocation is 
what he terms being a “quasi 
comedian.” Mr. Herman per¬ 
forms with the help of his agent 
(also the agent of comedian 
Rodney Dangerfield.)
